PARIS, May 20.—If the confidence of 
Grindell. Mathews, inventor. of the s0- 
called ‘‘diabolical ray,’’ in his discovery 
is justified it may become possible to 
put the whole of. an enemy army out df 
action, destroy any force of airplanes 
attacking a city or paralyze any flect 
venturing within'a certain distance of the 
coast by the invisible rays. So’ much 
the inventor consented to tell THE New 
YorK TIMES correspondent today while 
continuing to refuse to divulge the exact 
nature of the rays beyond that they are 
used to direct an electric “current able 
to_pefforni the. program Just mentioned. 

Although thus showing the fullest con-. 


ertheless deplored ‘exaggerated ac- 
counts. * He. admitted the future of: his 
invention’ was * strictly” limited by ~con- 
siderations of all kinds, but primarily 
purely mechanical ones: 

“I expect under present conditions td 
be able to use the ‘rays suctessfiilly 
within a radius of four miles, which 
I ghall consider éminently satisfactory,” 
he said.. “In, fact I consider the abso- 
lute. maximum distance I shall ever be 
able to attain is between seven and 

ht miles, perhaps. a little over. 

“You. must always keep in mind the 
idea of the searchlight. Under good at- 
mospheric conditions @ searchlight can 
détect a ship about ten miles off. I can- 
not’expect ever to surpass that.” 

Asked under what. conditions it would 
be possible to defend a coast line; if, for 
instance, It would be possible to’ destroy 
an enemy fleet attempting to approach, 
Mr. Mathews said that the destruction 
of the fleet would be impossible. 

“Ships, like land, are in centinual 
contact with ,the earth; therefore I 
cannot expect to destroy. them,” he 
said. “‘Bot what I can do {is to put 
the ships out of action by the destruc- 
tion of vital parts of the machinery, 
and &lso by putting the crews tem-' 
porarily out of action through shock. 
Airplanes, however, are different, and 
can be destroyed entirely, 

“Supposing I build a line ‘of forts 
containing. my apparatus, every four 
miles) no enemy squadron or not a 
single airplane wotld be able to fass.

Almost at the moment that the body 
of Downs; killed in battle with alleged 
bootleggers near Eastport..on. Friday 
night, was being lowered into itS grave 
the Grand Jury at. Riverhead indicted 
Patrick Ryan, former New York City po- 
liceman, for first-degree murder. Feeling 
in the county is running'so high that 
Ryan’s lawyer intends to fight to the 
highest court for a change of venue. 

Clergymen in the regalia of the Klan, 
standing at the open grave in the flick- 
ering shadows of a blazing cross, hailed 
Downs as a martyr to ‘pampered boot- 
leggers,”’ asserted that he had died be- 
cause he had spurned bribes and done 
his duty and called upon the community, 
while obeying the law, to close the whole 
county to the runners..who traverse it 
with liquor smuggled in at Tonely sea- 
ports. 

Standing in hollow square about the 
grave in the. little .cemetery in East 

were 250 Klanamen in full re- 
» but unniasked ‘that all might see 
their. faces. - Behind them were some 
2,000° ‘Klansmen ° not- in -uhiform-- and, 
fringing the crowd, at least ag many 
athér persons from HKastport, the. Hamp- 
tons, Riverhead, Méntauk and a dozen 
towns, a8 well as farmérs and fishérmen 
from the whole céuntryside, who mur- 
mured approval as the preachers ex- 
horted them to remember that -Downs 
had died a hero to law and order and 
that the task he had laid down must be 
carried on. 

The services for Downs began at .2 
o’clock in the afternoon in the Methodist 
Protestant Church at Eastport and 
ended more than three hours later at the 
cemetery after a procession of automo- 
biles four. miles long ~-had followed the 
body seven miles to the grave,

Thousands filed past the gray coffin, 
banked with flowers, conspicuous among 
which was a cross of red and white car- 
nations on which was the legend ‘‘Not 
for self, but\for. others.’’ That and other 
emblems bore the K. K. K. that figured 
so largely in ‘the services. 

After all who wished had looked at 
the face of the dead man, the services 
cpened with the singing of ‘‘Nearer, My 
God,. To\| Thee’ by a large choir. Then 
the Rev. Howard E.- Mather of the 
Methodist Episcopal: Church at East 
Moriches, and editor of Klan Kraft, a 
weekly Ku Klux organ, prayed. The 
Rev. William Morris of the Bellport 
Methodist Episcopal Church delivered a 
eulogy which was followed by another 
by the Rev. Walter L. Angelo of the 
Eastport Church, who said that ‘‘those 
‘who pet. and pamper the liquor evil and 
still persist in calling themselves Chris- 
tians” were responsible for the slaying 
of Downs.

FIGHTS CHARGE HERE 


Pleads Not Guilty to 3 Indict- 
Minutes After 
Arrival From Philadelphia. 


ISSUES MORE STATEMENTS 


Crowds See Him at Station and 
at Court— Expects Dis- 
missal of All Cases. 


Brisk of step and manner, Harry K, 
Thaw,-slayer of Stanford Write in 1906,

Twenty minutes after his arrival Thaw 
was in General Sesstons Court, whefe 
Judge psp tore W. Olvany released him 
in $10, the amount, furnished by 
the National Surety Company, covering 
two indictments found. on Jan. 8, 1917. 
These accused him: of kidnapping and 
assaulting Frederick Gump Jr. of Kan- 
sas City, who had charged Thaw with 
beating: him in the Hotel McAlpin. Half 
an hout after Thaw had gone to his 
lawyer’s..office preparing for a trip to 
Pittsburgh, the . District. Attorney's. of- 
fice telephoned: that ce in the 
Criminal Courts Buil Was required 
again. 


Find Another Indictment. 


The indictment clerk had discovered 
another indictment charging Thaw and 
Oliver A. Brower, a private detective, 
with conspiracy. Thaw was quickly 
back in General Sessions. Because Judge 
Olvany had departed, he was arraigned 
this time before Judge Morris Koenig. 
The latter pardled Thaw in his own cus- 
tody, commenting that he did not know 
whether his presence might be asked by 
Judge Olvany today. It was because’ of 
this uncertainty that Thaw decided to 
remain within eagy reach of New York.

CONCESSION ON DEBTS 
OFFERED BY SOVIET 


Would Recognize Pre-War Obli- 
gations to British for Long: 
Term Loan. 





LONDON, May 20 (Associated Press). 
—An‘ offer to .set aside a lump sum 
to cover the pre-war debts of the Rus- 


a long term loan could be arranged with 
the assistance of the British Govern- 
ment, was made by the Russian dele- 
gates at today’s session of the Anglo- 
Sovigt Conference. The Russians said 
they would ,only consider the claims of 
those who ‘held Russian bonds. before 
March 12, 1917. 

The British delegation replied that 
the British Government would not 
undertake to guarantee such a loan, but 
would take a sympathetic attitude 
toward the éfforts of the Russians /to 
raise the loan privately. 

In addition, the Russians stated that 
no claims would be. admitted of those 
who after March 12, 1917, iad taken an 
active part against the Soviet -Govern- 
ment. They would give the’ smaller 
claims priority. The greater part of 
the loan would. be spent in Great Brit- 
ain in the purchase of machinery and 
other commodities, ~~ 

The British delegation undertook | to 
examine the ‘Russian proposals closely, 
but made it clear that any assistance of 
Great Britain toward’ floating a loan 
would necessarily ‘be ‘very limited, and

The British delega- 
tion, however, was adamant on the 
point of ‘a guarantee, The British hoped 
that Russia would find no difficulty in 
raising the money privately, and the 
British .Government would be prepared 
as far as possible to take a sympathetic 
attitude toward the Russian efforts to 
that end.

CHURCH VOTE BARS" 
WOMEN IN COUNCILS 


Resolution to Adniit Them-Is De- 
feated, 191 to 49, at Long Is- 
land Episcopal €onference. 


GARDEN CITY, L, 1I., May 20.—A 
resolution declaring that ‘‘the woman- 
hood of the Church should be. represent- 
ed in the councils of the Church equally 
with «the manhood of the Church,”’ of- 
fered by the Rev. John Howard Melish 
of Brooklyn, was defeated this after- 
noon at the fifty-eighth annual conven- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the Long Island diocese by a véte 
of 191 to 49. 

The convention opened at noon at the 
Church of the Incarnation here. Al; 
most immediately after, the conclusion 
of “the. religious service and. the re- 
élection of all the officers of last year, 
Dr. Melish, who is rector of theyChurch 
of the Holy Trinity,.presented the reso- 
lution. The representation in the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church is too undemo- 
cratic im general, he said, and declared 
that it is not right that small parishes 
should have the same representation as 
large parishes,-- Educated young women, 
he said, no longer cared to participate in 
the work of the Church, prefer: to go 
into settlement work, ‘“‘where the at- 
mosphere is more democratic and where 
they have a better chance to express 
themselves.’’
